ECOND ARREST FOR 
ELECTION FRAUDS. 


CHARGE PETITION CIRCULATOR 
WITH SUBORNATION, 


Alleged He Caused Another to 
Swear Fulsely to Names Forged 
on Petition of Well-known Hotel 
Man—tLatter had no Connection 
with Crooked Work. 


The second arrest in the alleged 


‘election frauds growing out of the 


recent primary election was made 
yesterday when George C. Boswell 
was taken into custody by Constable 
Thomas on a subornation of 
perjury charge issued by Deputy 
District-Attorney Claire Woolwine. 
Boswell is alleged to have taken 
charge of a nominating petition for 
Harry Loomis, co-proprietor of the 
Angelus Hotel. Wis certification of 
the nominating petition is alleged to 
have been fraudulent. 

Special Investigator Chapelle and 
Deputy District-Attorney Woolwine 
exonerated Mr. Loomis, who ex- 
pected to run for the Assembly, from 
all knowledge of the acts of Bos- 
well. “Mr. Loomis was entirely sin- 
cere in allowing his name to be 
used and supposed that he was be- 
ing treated with equal sincerity by 
those who had his petition in 
charge,” said Deputy Woolwine. 
“That it was falsely sworn to, he 
had no inkling.” 

When brought before Justice 
Palmer yesterday afternoon, Bos- 
well refused to discuss the case, de- 
claring that nothing would come of 
the matter. He was permitted to 
leave the courtroom on his own 
recognizance and instructed to re- 
tarn on Monday for his preliminary 
hearing. 

Other arrests may follow that of 
Boswell. The allegations against 
him set forth that he secured Henry 
de Barth Rudtein to go before Miss 
Bertha Kraft, a deputy county regis- 
trar of voters, and swear falsely to 
the names that had been forged on 
the petition. 

The first prosecution for election 
frauds was instituted against Mor- 
ris P. Light. His preliminary hear- 
ing has not as yet n concluded.

LAL WINS SUIT. 


Court Holds a Minor Child Must be 
.. Aetually Consulted if It ts to 
Exercise Option for Re- 
scission of Pact to Buy 
Stack. 


“I find it to de the rule of the 
law that the courts will construe 
against rescissions wherever possi- 
ble, and allowing rescissions in this 
particular case would simply amount 
to placing one stockholder at an 
advantage over another,” said Judge 
York yesterday in giving judgment 
for the Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany in suits brought by Louis M. 
Winkler, 14, and Kemp J. Winkler, 
16, to rescind contracts for the pur- 
chase of stock. 

The importance of this judgment 
is that a minor child must actual- 
ly be consulted by his parents, if 
the minor's opinion to rescind is ex- 
ercised, when a contract is entered 
into on behalf of the child. 

It appeared from the evidence that 
the father and grandfather of the 
Winkler children had bought stock 
of the Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany without consulting them about 
it. The stock was bought in 1910 
at a price ranging from $3.15 to 
$4.30 a share. Both the children 
exercised the minor's right to res- 
cind a contract, and sought to ob- 
tain the return of the purchase 
price from the investment company. 
When the company refused to al- 
low the rescission, suit was brought. 
Because of the large number of 
cases among the stockholders of the 
Los Angeles Investment Company, 
the decision by Judge York is re- 
garded as important. 


HELD TO ANSWER.

LAWYER’S STATEMENT.

Corn, first 
took steps to contest this action and 
then made ready to file suit for the 
$8000 he declared was due him for 
services rendered. Yesterday after- 
noon, in his offices In the Wilcox 
Building, Mr. Darlington issued, his 
first statement since the affair be- 
came public. 

“Mrs Corn came to me first in 
1911,” he said, “and requested my 
advice in some legal matters. They 
were so trivial I refused any fee. 
This seemed to impress her and she 
came back again and again. Finally 
she made me take $5. After that 
we entered into an agreement that 
I should act as her attorney in all 
matters, for which she was to leave 
me $8000 when she died. At that 
time her estate was worth approxi- 
mately $25,000, with every promise 
that it would grow larger. 

“IT mortgaged a piece of property 
to her, on which I borrowed $2000. 
I was greatly surprised and cha- 
grined about a year ago when C. 8. 
James suddenly appeared with full 
power of attorney for Mrs. Corn, 
and, stating my security was no good, 
demanded that I pay immediately or 
be closed out. I paid, and then in- 
vestigated whether this power of 
attorney really had been issued, Mrs. 
Corn at first denied. she had given 
the power of attorney, but it was on 
record in the Courthouse. 

“Then she suddenly disappeared 
and I was informed she had been 
placed in a private sanatorium. her 
physicians declaring she was suffer- 
ing from senile dementia. I had 
served her five years without a cent 
of recompense outside of the $5 she 
thrust upon me. I had transacted a 
large amount of legal business in 
that time for her and I felt and still 
feel I should receive the $8000 
agreed upon.” 

Mr. Cady, the nephew, and Mr. 
James. who received full power of 
attorney from the late Mrs. Corn, 
look at the matter in another light. 
Recently Mr. Darlington filed suit to 
recover his money, but finding that 
no legal guardian had been appoint- 
ed, discovered his suit was void. 

ASKS GUARDIAN. 

A few days later a Miss Myrta 

Fetty of San Diego, sald to be a close 
friend of Mrs. Corn, petitioned the 
Superior Court that a legal guardian 
be appointed, This matter was still 
under advisement when Mrs. Corn 
died.

Inasmuch as there has been a good 
deal of discussion as to when the 
Union Terminal Company would be- 
gin operations, it is; perhaps, prop- 
er, to say the grading and excavat- 
ing contract has been let, and work 
will begin next week. Construction 
will be let within two weeks, at the 
outside. The market buildings will 
be ready for occupancy in the spring 
and the first of the six-story build- 
ings by July 1 next. 

The Union Terminal Company is 
not a public utility; it is a private 
enterprise. The Pacific Electric is 
very much interested, however, in 
that the Pacific Electric will serve 
the terminal, and hopes through the 
traffic created to increase it own rev- 
enues—which it needs very much 
to do. All railways will, under usual 
switching arrangements, be able to 
serve the terminal. All the bust 
ness houses in the terminal will have 
fhe benefit of private streets and 
track facilities, with the exception, 
of course, that there will be no 
tracks immediately adjoining the 
market houses facing on Central ave- 
nue. With the very large business 
already assured for the terminal it 
will be a great center of industry. 
This makes possible excellent rail- 
way switching service, and also 
makes practicable unusually good 
truck service. The advantages of 
the terminal, in a detailed way, are 
of course of particular interest to 
the tenants, but its principal inter- 
est to the city of Los Angeles, aside 
from an investment of some mil- 
lions of money being made here, is 
that it will provide a home for in- 
dustries of all kinds, which have 4 
promising future but which do not 
wish to tie their capital up in lands 
and buildings.

AMENDMENT INIQUITOUS. 


Urges Voters to Save State 
of Our System of Taxation. 


Attempt to Repeal Existing Law will Work Same Ruin 
New Zealand Suffered, Declares Col. Holabird, Who. 


f rom Unjust Rearrangement 


amendment, known as No. 5, 

, at a joint meeting of Stanton 
Post, No. 56, G.A.R., and Relief 
Corps at Patriotic Hall, last night, 
Col. W. H. Holabird declared the 
projected law dangerous, revolution - 
ary and confiscatory in its operation. 

“You will remember the cause of 
the American Revolution was unjust 
and burdensome taxation,” he said. 
“It goes at the very fundamental of 
the individual or family existence. 
The United States is supposed to be 
a representative democracy, #0 con- 
stituted that persons who have at- 
tained the age of 21 years or have 
been within the State and the United 
States a very brief period prescribed 
by law, can have an equal voice and 
their vote carry an equal weight with 
anv. other person possessing the 
same right. Greater liberty does not 
exist anywhere in any nation.“ 

IN NEW ZEALAND. 

Col. Holabird attributed the birth 
of the “mischievous and dangerous 
single tax law to New Zealand, and 
cited the great depression that oc- 
curred when the spending power of 
the country was curtailed, causing 
prices of land and products to fall 
steadily and increasing unemploy- 
ment to a hazardous degree. 
“The land tax was repealed,” said 
Col. Holabird, “and in its stead the 
government of New Zealand imposed 
a tax upon all property, real and per- 
sonal.” 
The speaker declared the proposed 
single tax law to be injurious to the 
veteran soldier or sailor, who has 
served in time of war. According to 
the existing article of the Constitu- 
tion the soldier, his wife or widow, 


the proposed single tax 


The adoption of the proposed 
amendment would wipe that off the 
slate,” he said, “and your property 
would be taxed while your little bun- 
galow home would be exempt—so 
would all the great public utilities, 
railroads, banks, etc. The amend- 
ment proposes no taxation whatever, 
except upon land values.” 

That because the proposed amend- 
ment seeks to repeal the existing law 
and offers no reorganization or re- 
assessment of lands which will be 
necessary to provide thé millions of 
dollars required for city, county and 
State government, Col. Holabird de- 
clares it will stir up pools of trouble 
upon. going into effect. 

“It would take years of careful 
thought and study by the most ma- 
ture minds, men of wide experience 
and ability, to carefully weigh every 
problem before framing a substitute 
for Article XIII of the Constitution 
of California,” he Said. 

ANSWERS PROPONENTS. 

Urging the voters to go to the polls 
and vote “No” to the bill rearranging 
our system of taxation, he answered 
the claims made by the proponents 
of the amendment that If the great 
landed estates of California fail to 
bear their just and proper burden of 
taxation, the Assessor is to blame. 

I belleve in equitable, fair valua- 
tion of property to be taxed,” he satd. 
“I do not believe the poor man with 
his little home should receive special 
favors that are denied to the rich 
man with his hundreds of thousands 
of acres. Let every man bear his 
just share of the burden, but I 
would, if I could, so propose the law 
as to make the assessment of prop- 
erty so just that there could be no 
possible complaint.” 

Col. Holabird noted that the 137,- 
000 voters in California who signed 
the initiative petition belong to a

Urging the voters to defeat the 
single tax amendment to the con- 
stitution at the November elections 
the Municipal League yesterday out- 
lined four reasons for opposing it. 
A report signed by President Lang- 
muir and Secretary Simons states 
that single tax would confiscate the 
properties of thousands of citizens, 
representing in many cases the sav- 
ings of a lifetime, by. placing on their 
shoulders the entire burden of the 
$176,000,000, the estimated amount 
of public expenditures in this State 
last year. 

The Municipal League says no city, 
State or county has ever adopted a 
measure so extreme as the proposed 
amendment and California cannot 
afford to do so. It states that the 
fruit-growing and farming interests 
would have to bear such a burden 
that it would be difficult for them 
to compete with similar industries 
in other States and countries where 
such oppressive burdens as this 
amendment would cause are not laid 
upon the land. 
This amendment exempts from 
taxation not only improvements, but 
every form of the taxpaying wealth 
in the State except land, the league 
points out. It would crush farmers 
end land owners with an unequal 
tax burden.

Dato's 
bond was fixed at $5000, O'Reilly's 
at $2000 and Trens'’s at $3000. 

A bench warrant was issued for 
the arrest of still a fifth suspect. 
Information as to his identity was 
withheld. One of the charges to be 
prosecuted against one of the five 
men will involve alleged violation of 
the bankruptcy law. 

A machine gun was removed yes- 
terday from the box and taken be- 
fore the Federal grand jury and 
marked “Exhibit 4a. The witnesses 
heard were Special Agent Blanford 
of the Department of Justice, 
George A. Lawrence, local manager 
of the Western Union” Telegraph 
Company; Lawrence Dodge, buyer 
of horses for the French govern- 
ment, who was taken into custody 
on the neutrality charge and be- 
came a government witness, and R.

The Friday Morning Club. 


Dr. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt, the 
newly-appointed president of Mills 
College, wag the guest of honor and 
chief speaker at the Friday Morning 
Club yesterday. 

Dr. Reinhardt's thome was Amer- 
ican poetry, of which she read 
many excerpts, enough to encour- 
age us to read them for ourselves 
for our better enjoyment. For it 
must be confessed Dr. Reinhardt's 
voice has the elocution school writ 
large upon it. But her recognized 
attainments and her personality 
make her a popular speaker, and 
the club was crowded to o wing 
to do her honor. 

She reminded us that our fore- 
fathers were too busy making a liv- 
ing and building up the country to 
write poetry. And she recalled the 
dismal prognostications of many 
writers that the age of mechanism 
would kill poetry altogether. But, 


honest, and the fact that so many 
of the best modern American poets 
have taken the mechanical itself for 
their theme disproves dismal proph- 
ecies along that line. A poem on 
the submarine by Edwin Markham, 
for instance; which Dr. Reinhardt 
read to her audience had all the 
glamor, the strength, the vividness 
of real poetry.

The Health and Sanitation Com- 
mittee of the City Council yesterday 
decided to recommend the denial of 
a request for the establishment of 
an undertaking business on South 
Vermont avenue between Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth streets.

FALSE ARREST. 
Catalina’ Boatman Sues Mrs. 


Another Startling Chapter in 
Alienation of Affections was 
Original Charge. 


Asking $60,796 damages, R. K. 
Ernst, a Catalina boatman, yesterday 
brought suit through hig attorney, 
Daniel M. Hidey, against Mra, Cas- 
sie Boos, wife of Henry Boos, the 
cafeteria man, alleging false arrest. 

The filing of the suit is one of a 
series of sensational episodes in 
which Mr. Ernst, his pretty wife, 
Naomi Ernst, and Mrs. Boos. have 
figured. The alleged false arrest oc- 
curred following an effert. on the 
part of Mrs. Ernat to secure $15,000 
from Mre. Boos on a charge of 
alienation of affection. 

Mrs. Ernst, last June, brought suit 
for $50,000 against Mra. Boos al- 
leging that the defendant had alien- 
ated the affection of her husband. 
She produced letters in which she 
‘said Mrs, Boos addressed Mr. Ernst 
as “The Duke of Catalina,” “My 
Sweetheart” and “My Dear.” Mrs. 
Boog retaliated by catising the ar- 
rest of both Mr. Ernst and his wife, 
alleging dlackmall. Ernst spent 
seven days in the City Jail and de- 
clares he was made ill by’ the ad- 
ministration of the “third degree,” 
by detectives. Ernst, when tried, 
was dismissed by Judge Chesebro. 
The $50,000 alienation suit was dis- 
missed later, as was the blackmail 
charge against Mrs. Boos. 

Now Mr. Ernst says that he wae 
damaged $60,796 by reason of tis 
arrest. He declares that Mrs. Boos, 
when she swore to the complaint 
charging him with blackmail, well 
knew he was not guilty. The items 
of alleged damage are:
